The   congressional    record,   or    lack     of 
record,  during  the  past  three  weeks,  is  not 
only  a  discredit  to  the  men  who  claim  to 
represent  the  Brazilian    people,    but   it    is 
ominous  of  coming  disaster.     In  the  first 
place  it  took  nine  days  to  get  a  sufficient 
number   of  deputies    together   to    form    a 
quorum  so  that  Congress  could  be  formally 
opened  ;  and  during  lite  succeeding  twelve 
days  there  have  been  momentary  quorums  in 
the  Chamber  only  three  times,  so  that  it  lias 
been  impossible  tip  to  the  present  moment 
to  complete  its  organization.    It  is  a  siiame 
for  the  country  and  a  discredit  to  its  repre- 
sentatives that  such  a  record  has  been  made. 
As  every  reflecting  man  must  admit.  Brazil 
is  in  urgent  need  of  an  almost  entirely  new 
body  of  legislation  to  suit  the  new  form  ol 
government  which  has  been  adopted.  These 
urgently  necessary  laws  can  not  be  framed 
without  study  and  discussion,  and  that  is 
hist  the  work  these  legislators  are  employed 
to  do.     The  country  is  suffering  for  legisla- 
tion in  many  directions,  and  the  people  are 
enduring  burdens  and   losses  which  must 
soon  lead  to  serious  consequences  il  some- 
thing is  not  done  for  their  relief.     One  of 
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two  results  will  surely  happen  if  this  state 
of  things  continues  ;  either  the  people 
will  revolt  and  demand  a  stronger  form  of 
government,  or  the  country  will  drift  into  a 
state  of  hopeless  anarchy.  The  deputies 
will  of  course  consult  their  own  pleasure  ; 
they  can  continue  to  loaf  on  the  Ouvidor, 
talk  politics  in  the  caf<5s  and  ogle  the  demi- 
monde at  the  theatres,  or  they  may  turn 
their  attention  to  the  work  which  they  are 
paid  to  do.  From  tlie  two  consequences 
we  mention,  however,  there  is  no  escape. 


We  desire  to  call  the  special  attention  of 
our  local  readers  to  the  announcement  in  an- 
other column  regarding  the  needs  of  the 
British  Subscription  Library,  We  feel  cer- 
tain that  there  is  not  a  member  of  our 
colony  who  would  not  feet  the  deepest  regret 
were  the  Library  compelled  to  close  its  doors 
or  restrict  its  advantages.  It  is  an  old  and 
useful  institution,  the  only  one  in  fact 
which  our  English  colony  has  been  able  to 
sustain.  It  has  had  its  ups  and  downs,  its 
seasons  of  prosperity  and  adversity,  but 
when  an  emergency  came  the  means  have 
always  been  found  to  keep  it  going.  We 
trust  that  this  will  again  occur  and  that  the 
Library  will  be  placed  beyond  every  one  of 
the  alternatives  offered  which  threaten  to 
diminish  its  usefulness. 


is  a  lesson  without  words  as  well  as  a 
disaster  without  record.  One  tiling,  how- 
ever, must  be  said,  and  that  is  that  the 
sacrifice  here  made  should  never  be  repeated. 
The  Brazilian  people  should  see  to  it  that 
their  ships  and  sailors  are  tried  and  tested 
for  every  emergency  and  that  every  inch  of 
this  coast  is  as  familiar  to  them  as  the  shore 
line  of  Rio  da  Janeiro.  Other  people  have 
also  paid  these  terrible  prices  for  experience 
and  progress,  and  Brazil  would  have  been 
fortunate  indeed  could  she  have  escaped 
them.  To  be  a  great  maritime  power  she 
must  take  all  the  risks  and  pay  all  these 
heavy  costs  of  blood  and  treasure.  Although 
one  can  not  provide  against  a  disaster 
like  this,  Brazil  should  do  all  that  human 
foresight  can  suggest,  to  make  a  repetition 
impossible. 


We  must  confess  that  we  can  not  under 
stand  the  position  assumed  by  the  govern 
merit  in  regard  to  the  recent  proposals  of 
the  Sao  Paulo  railway.  As  the  case  now 
stands,  it  is  not  merely  a  question  between 
the  government  and  the  railway,  nor  mere- 
ly that  of  the  advisability  of  granting  a  few 
years  more  to  that  company's  privilege  ; 
it  is  a  question  of  saving  the  port  of  San- 
tos, of  decreasing  the  costs  of  transporta- 
tion for  the  industries  and  people  of  Silo 
Paulo,  and  of  guarding  against  the  recur 
rence  of  the  terrible  fever  experiences  of 
the  past  year  in  Santos.  We  had  been  led 
to  believe  that  the  government  really  de- 
sired to  do  something  for  the  port  of  Santos, 
but  we  appear  to  have  been  mistaken.  A 
movement  is  already  on  foot  among  ship- 
owners to  boycott  that  port,  and  not  only 
are  freights  high  but  it  is  difficult  to  get 
ships  to  go  there.  Should  this  slate  of  af- 
fairs continue,  Santos  must  suffer  as  a  port 
and  the  whole  slate  of  Sao  Paulo  will  be 
compelled  to  bear  a  large  share  ot  the  loss 
and  discredit.  The  improvement  suggested 
will  help  to  improve  the  port,  for  it  will 
enable  the  railway  to  carry  away  the  mer- 
chandise as  fast  as  it  is  delivered,  thus  pre- 
venting blocks,  delays  and  damage  to 
merchandise.  If  to  this  improvement  the 
government  can  add  a  half-dozen  piers  for 
discharging  vessels,  with  custom  house 
facilities  for  quick  dispatch,  the  problem 
so  far  as  handling  freight  is  concerned  will 
be  solved.  The  refusal  of  the  government 
to  authorize  the  railway  company  to  lay  a 
double  track  is,  for  these  reasons,  utterly 
unintelligible.  The  extension  of  time  asked, 
within  which  the  state  can  not  expropriate 
the  road,  implies  no  burden  nor  loss  of 
rights  of  the  treasury.  Expropriation  means 
that  the  state  must  pay  for  the  road  when  it 
is  taken  over,  and  it  is  wise  statesmanship 
to  see  that  everything  is  in  good  order,  in- 
cluding the  port,  when  that  event  occurs. 
As  the  company  can  not  raise  the  money 
for  the  required  improvements  without  the 
extension  asked,  mid  as  the  benefits  will 
accrue  to  the  state  as  well  as  to  the  com- 
pany, we  can  not  see  why  the  minister  with- 
holds his  consent.

The  loss  of  the  Solimoes,  with  every 
man  of  her  crew  but  five,  on  the  Uruguayan 
coast,  is  a  disaster  which  will  not  only  be 
felt  all  over  Brazil,  but  it  will  arouse  pro- 
found sympathy  in  every  part  of  the  world. 
There  is  something  in  such  a  catastrophe 
which  touches  the  chords  of  sympathy  as 
nothing  else  can  do,  The  Solimoes  might 
have  gone  down  in  battle  with  every  man 
on  board  and  never  have  aroused  a  half  of 
the  distress  and  grief  which  this  unexpected 
wreck  on  a  stormy,  inhospitable  coast  has 
done.  In  battle  such  a  loss  would  have 
been  swallowed  up  in  the  larger  aggregate 
of  sacrifice,  and  the  grief  felt  for  the  dead 
would  have  had  its  solace  in  the  imperish- 
able glory  which  crowns  those  who  fall  in 
defence  of  home  and  country.  In  this 
terrible  disaster,  however,  there  is  almost 
nothing  to  mitigate  the  pain  ol  those  whose 
loved  ones  have  been  so  suddenly  and  mys- 
teriously taken  from  them.  If  there  has 
been  a  mistake,  or  neglect  of  duty,  no 
evidence  of  it  remains  and  no  one  will  care 
to   search   for  it.     The  loss  of  the  Solimoes 


PROSPECTS  OF  ARGENTINA. 

A  report  has  lately  been  made  lo  his  government 
hy  the  United  States  consul  at  Buenos  Aires,  the 
lion.  E,  L.  linker,  dealing  at  great  length  with  lha 
commercial  condition  of  the  Argentine  republic. 
The  consul  regrets  that  the  failure  of  Messrs.  Having 
was  not  allowed  to  take  its  course,  and  declares  lhat 
no  good  has  come,  or  prohably  will  come,  of  the 
arrangement  lhat  was  then  come  lo.  Afler  giving 
a  hislory  of  the  crisis,  he  says  that  the  general 
depression  continues,  with  almost  universal  distrust 
of  tlie  government,  and  only  dim  prospects  of  im- 
provement. Too  much,  he  thinks,  was  expected  of 
the  government;  but  he  notices,  as  a  strange  fact, 
thai,  afler  the  exposure  of  so  (earful  an  amount  of 
official  swindling  and  rubbery,  not  the  first  step  has 
been  taken  io  punish  the  guilly  parlies.  The  consul 
gives  a  table  showing  lhat  the  tmpr.rls  ol  ihe  re- 
public, which  rose  from  ^'9,107,17(1  in  1SS0  10 
j£2s-, 682,422  in  iSSS,  and  2'32>ai3'9"6  m  lSS9 
(allowing  $5  lo  the  pound),  leli  in  1S90  lo 
^28,448,162;  while  the  exports,  which  reached 
^18,029,071  in  1S89,  rose  further  to  ^'20, 163,708 
in  1890.  A  decrease  is  visible  in  eveiy  kind  ol 
Imports  except  catile,  tobacco,  materials  for  rail- 
ways, etc.  (which  increased  Irom  ,£4,834,749  in 
1889  lo  ,£7,254, 700  in  1890),  and  ships'  stores. 
The  improvement  in  exports  was  more  than 
accounted  for  hy  the  increase  in  agricultural  pro- 
ducts from  two  lo  live  millions  sterling,  the  cattle 
ami  sheep  industries  showing  a  lall  fro  11^13,832,547 
lo  £\2, 261, 319.  What  the  nation  is  now  counting 
on,  as  before,  to  pull  il  out  of  its  troubles,  is  a  good 
wool  and  wheal  season  ;  bill  these,  the  consul  says, 
can  never  save  the  situation  so  loii|j  as  the  imports 
of  champagne,  French  millinery,  and  tlie  leu  thou, 
sand  articles  of  useless  luxury  continue  to  be  so 
greatly  ill  excess  of  the  exports.  The  returns  for 
the  first  nine  months  of  1891,  just  issued,  the  consul 
thinks  decidedly  reassuring,  tlie  imports  being  only 
£11,303,830  (including  £1,280,000  of  gold), 
against  £23,180,789  in  tlie  corresponding  period  of 
1890,  exports  having  only  fallen  Irom  £18,097,728 
to  £16,025,228.  In  spile  of  the  remittances  of 
gold  and  its  decrease  in  price,  it  is  feared  lhat  gold 
will  rebound  to  a  still  higher  figure  at  the  end  of 
summer.  The  merchants,  while  they  slill  have  to 
sell  for  paper,  are  trying  lo  reduce  their  accounts  to 
a  gold  basis.  Many  maik  their  goods  at  gold 
figures  ami  sell  lor  paper  according  to  the  rale  of 
the  clay  ;  hut  this  does  not  suffice  to  place  business 
in  a  normal  condition.  The  wonder  is  that  so  few 
of  the  importers  have  succumbed  lo  the  financial 
exigencies  of  the  government.  At  present  the  best 
paying  role  is  lhat  of  the  public  auctioneer.  Thou- 
sands have  been  sold  out  of  house  and  home,  and 
the  papers  are  full  of  advertisements  of  estancias, 
palatial  residences,  and  gorgeous  furniture  for  sale 
in  order  10  meet  unpaid  notes.  The  prices  obtained 
illustrate  the  depth  of  the  crisis.  This  leads  the 
consul  to  reaiark  that  at  1  lie  lime  he  wrote  capitalists 
had  good  opportunities  for  buying  up  city  buildings 
in  Buenos  Aires  and  eslaucia  lands  in  the  country. 
Large  amounts  of  British  and  continental  copilal 
were  already  being  sent  out  for  this  purpose.  The 
consul  camions  his  countrymen,  however,  from 
emigrating  lo  the  Argentine  with  a  view  to  bettering 
their  condition,  and  says  that,  in  spite  ol  the  country 
being  full  otlhe  hopelessly  unemployed,  the  arrivals 
ol  impecunious  Americans  show  no  abatement.  As 
to  the  foreign  relations  of  the  country,  Hie  report 
says  lhat  the  suppression  of  emigration  agencies 
and  of  the  legations  in  Austria,  Switzerland,  Bel- 
gium, Portugal,  and  Mexico  lias  reduced  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Foreign  Office  from  £500,000  in  1889 
to  £200,000  in  the  present  year.  The  consul  says 
that  great  expectations  are  based  on  the  line  of  fast 
steamers  to  ihe  Kiver  Plate  to  be  provided  by  the 
United  Slates  post-office  department,  and  predicts 
that  "  the  trade  possibilities  which  would  result 
Irom  llins  bringing  New  York  and  Buenos  Aires 
together  can  hardly  be  estimated."—  Glasgow 
Herald.

FREE  SHIPS. 

'I  he  question  of  free  sli'pa  has  again  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  Congress  by  the  report  of  Mr. 
Filhian  of  Illinois,  on  a  hill  for  the  admission  of 
foreign-built  ships  to  American  registry .  The  re- 
cent special  report  ol  Ihe  postmaster-general  lo 
Congress,  on  the  workings  of  the  subsidy  law,  ill 
response  to  a  resolution  of  Ihe  House,  shows  that 
the  subsidy  law  has  not  produced  ihe  results 
claimed  by  its  advocates.  This  report  shows  that 
only  live  contracts  have  as  yet  been  made.  Three 
of  these  are  with  the  Pacific  Mail,  embracing  the 
-service  bom  New  York  lo  Colon  ami  from  San 
Francisco  lo  Panama  and  Hong  K.oug  icspeclWely  ; 

one    is    for    the    service  between    New    Voik    I 

Lnguayra,  and  one  for  lhal  between  Galveston  and 
Lagunyia.  Hut  none  of  these  services  has  as  yet 
been  certified  by  the  contractors. 

Though  Ihe  poslmastei-genernl  has  repeatedly 
called  for  bids  for  the  other  services  provided  for  in 
the  subsidy  act,  no  ?aiislaciory  bids  have  been  re- 
ceived. The  showing  therefore  is  lar  from 
satisfactory. 

The  payment  of  subsidies  can  never  put  our 
merchant  marine  011  a  substantial  fooling.  In 
every  case  in  which  they  have  been  tried  they  have 
ended  in  failure.  In  185S  we  saw  the  Collins  line 
go  down  under  a  subsidy  when  conditions  were 
inure  favorable  than  Ihey  are  now.  The  payment 
of  ii  subsidy  of  $500,000  per  year  lo  the  Pacific 
Mnil,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  ol  1865  and  1872, 
also  ended  in  failure.  Our  own  experience  has 
been  confirmed  by  that  of  France,  Under  the 
Operations  of  the  subsidy  Act  of  1HS1  ihe  tonnage 
ol  France  shows  no  appreciable  increase  commen- 
surable with  the  bounties  offered. 

The  question  of  a  sound  merchant  marine  is  a 
question  of  freedom,  not  one  of  gratuitous  bounties 
from  the  Treasury  under  restrictive  navigation  laws. 
Under  our  antiquated  navigation  laws  (enacted  in 
.795)  the  cost  of  building  ships  and  operating  them 
under  the  American  flag  is  greater  than  similar 
costs  miller  ihe  flags  of  Kuropean  nations.  Here 
lies  the  whole  difficulty.  Just  as  long  as  these  laws 
remain  upon  our  statute  books,  the  American 
carrying  trade  will  be  conducted  under  foreign 
Hags,  whether  the  vessels  engaged  are  owned  here 
or  abroad. 

Senator  Sherman  of  Ohio  touched  the  key-note 
of  the  whole  mailer  in  1872  in  a  speech  advocating 
Ijee  ships  by  saying:  "  Why  not  admit  them  duty 
free,  raise  the  American  flag  upon  them,  put 
American  officers  upon  their  decks,  and  have 
American  lines  instead  of  British  lines?  Why, 
sir,  if  lhal  bill  should  pass,  authorizing  foreign 
ships  when  owned  hy  American  citizens  lo  be  used 
for  the  present,  lor  three  years  under  the  American

—In  iStji  the  Misericordia  hospital  received

per  cent. 

—The  foundlings'  hospital  of  this  cily  had 
infants  donated  to  it  during  the  past  year,     II  lost 
6d  during  the  year  and  has  a  surplus  of  iSti  on  hand 
when  the  books  were  balanced    anil    the    turn-stile 
was  opened  lor  1892. 

—The  hurtS.  Paulo  planter  who  airs  his  pains 
in  the  Jornal  do  Conimercio  on  the  Mild,  merits  pity, 
but  no  compassion.  We  are  willing  to  wager  a 
modest  sum  that  coolies  will  be  introduced  into 
Brazil  before  the  republic  is  a  year  older. 

—The  Brazilian  charge  at  Asuncion,  Paraguay, 
telegraphs  to  the  government  under  dale  of  the 
2ist,  that  lie  had  succeeded  in  gelling  possession  of 
the  Iniciadoia,  one  of  the  insurgent  gunboats, 
which  had  come  down  to  that  place.  He  went  on 
board  and  arrested  the  commander,  the  national 
gunboat  Taqnary  being  ready  to  fire  on  the  insur- 
gents in  case  lliey  attempted  to  escape, 

—The  Casslno  is  now  all  right,  and  the  "  high 
play  "  will  go  on  as  usual.  A  police  visit  was 
arranged,  and  the  house  was  duly  put  in  order  for 
inspection.  The  police  delegate  was  on  lime,  went 
over  the  premises,  peered  under  the  staircases  and 
into  the  slove,  discovered  two  tables  used  for  cards, 
declared  the  safe  "suspected,"  and  then  fined  the 
proprietor  2oO$.  It  was  a  beautiful  little  farce  and 
should  be  put  on  ilie  siage  at  once. 

—All  efforts  to  save  the  Chargeurs  Remits  stea- 
mer Parana,  which  went  ashore  on  the  Massam- 
baba  beach,  near  Cape  l*'rio,  on  the  151I1  inst.,  have 
proved  unavailing  and  the  vessel  lias  become  a 
total  wreck.  The  beach  is  much  exposed  and  the 
weather  has  been  loo  rough  to  permit  effeclive 
salvage  work.  The  mails  were  saved  anil  ihc 
passengers  forwarded  by  other  steamers. 

—One  of  the  principal  hotels  of  this  cily,  which 
has  the  hardihood  to  call  itself  the  "  leading  hotel 
in  Brand,"  lias  recently  twice  refused  to  receive  un- 
fortunate passengers  from  the  shipwrecked  Parana. 
The  same  hotel  has  been  first  among  those  which 
turn  a  sick  man  into  the  street  in  order  to  avoid 
having  sickness  in  the  house.  We  have  no  wish 
to  interfere  with  any  man's  private  business,  but 
this  practice  of  treating  strangers  so  harshly  by 
hotel-keepers  ought  to  1>e  discountenanced.  A  little 
of  the  "milk  of  human  kindness  "  is  just  as  essen- 
tial in  hotel-keeping  as  in  any  other  occupation. 

—Some  days  ago  an  unknown  individual  pre- 
sented himself  to  a  business  house  in  this  city  and 
offered  to  sell  some  Banco  da  Republica  shaves  for 
22,000$,  stipulating  that  the  buyer  should  come  to 
a  chacara  in  Rio  Comprido  to  close  the  transaction. 
One  of  the  firm  went  to  the  rendezvous  as  arranged 
o'n  the  2isl,and  was  there  atlacked  by  three  men 
and  robbed  of  bis  22, 000$.  He  now  complains  to 
the  police.  We  must  confess  that  we  have  very 
little  sympathy  for  the  victim.  The  business  pro- 
posed  could  not  have  been  honest,  or  it  would  have 
been  consumated  in  his  office  without  any  secrecy. 

—It  would  be  interesting  to  know  who  is  re- 
sponsible for  those  buildings  in  the  little  public 
enclosure  along  the  Caes  da  Gloria.  In  the  first 
place  permission  was  given  (very  improperly,  we 
think)  for  a  "switch-back"  railway,  which  led  to 
the  cutting  of  the  trees  and  the  disfigurement  of 
the  little  garden.  A  "  switch-back  "  is  not  a  pretty 
object  at  best,  but  when  placed  along  one  of  the 
most  attractive  water-fronts  of  the  city,  it  looked 
doubly  worse.  The  lessees  having  got  one  foot 
into  the  place,  have  now  proceeded  to  occupy  the 
whole  garden,  erecting  high,  unsightly  board  fences, 
and  erecting  additional  buildings  for  a  concert  gar- 
den.  It  is  a  burning  shame  that  such  vandalism 
should  be  permitted.  If  the  residents  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro  cannot  protect  their  gardens  and  parks  from 
such  defilement,  they  should  sell  out  to  someone 
who  has  public  spirit  and  good  taste  enough  to  do  so. 
—We  are  informed  by  the  manager  of  the  West- 
ern and  Brazilian  telegraph  office  in  this  city  that 
their  London  office  has  arranged  for  a  news  service 
for  South  America  on  terms  which  seem  to  us  very 
reasonable.  They  oiTer  to  tarnish  newspapers  with 
from  200  to  500  words  a  day,  which  for  ilie  smaller 
number  will  cost  less  than  12$  a  day— an  expense 
which  our  local  newspapers  ought  not  to  consider 
onerous.  At  the  present  moment  our  local  papers 
are  doing  almost  nothing  to  keep  us  informed  what 
the  outside  world  is  doing.  They  are  asking  for 
popular  support,  but  wish  to  do  nothing  for  it  in 
return.  There  is  no  city  in  the  world  of  the  size  and 
importance  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  whose  newspapers 
have  so  poor  a  news  service,  aad  it  is  quite  time 
that  some  public-spirited  journalist  should  initiate  a 
reform.  We  venture  to  say  that  the  newspaper 
which  improves  its  service  in  this  respect  will  find 
it  the  best  investment  that  could  be  made. 


—  It  is  announced  that  Gen.  Simean,  chief  of  the 
Brazilian  commission,  will  leave  for  Chicago  next 
month. 

—The  minister  of  agriculture  presents  his  com- 
pliments to  the  minister  of  interior  and  begs  to  say 
that  it  will  he  inconvenient  to  flush  the  sewers  with 
sea-water,  as  he  needs  that  fluid  lor  oilier  purposes. 
— The  papers  ol  the  2lst  give  an  account  of  the 
arrest  ol  a  drunken  man,  who  had  in  his  possession 
the  sum  ol  3t,6oo$(J2o.  They  add  that  he  also  had 
in  his  possession  a  silver  service  that  he  had  stolen 
from  the  tenant  of  No.  57  Rua  do  Sacramento. 

— A  defalcation  of  some  iS,ooo$  has  been  dis- 
covered in  the  accounts  of  the  cashier  of  the  Leo- 
poldina  railway  company;  the  surprise  is  that,  in 
copying  his  superiors,  the  idiot  did  not  secure  at 
least  180,000$.     He  deserves  punishment. 

—On  the  90th  there  arrived  at  (his port  from  New 
York  the  new  steamer  Cidadt  de  S.  Paulo.  This 
steamer,  which  is  of  135  tons  burthen,  belongs  to  the 
Cnmpanhia  Nacional  ISaluearia  de  Santo  Anmro  and 
is  intended  to  navigate  between  Santo  Amaro  and 
Santos. 

—The  so-called  normal  school  of  this  cily  has 
had  anew  code  of  regulations  drawn  up  lor  its 
guidance,  which  ii  is  awaiting  the  minister  to  sign.

— There  were  60  patients  in  the  lepers'  hospital 
of  this  city  on  December  31st,  last.  From  July 
1st,  1S90,  to  December  31st,  1891,  35  new  cases 
were  received,  24  were  discharged  cured,  2  were 
sent  to  the  S.  Sebasliao  hospital  (small-pox)  and 
28  died. 

—We  do  not  know  which  are  the  particular  com- 
panies in  which  a  Sr,  Fernnndes  Pinheiro,  who 
fills  a  column  of  the  Jornal  do  Commeicio  on  ilie 
22nd,  is  interested ;  lml  we  are  persuaded  that  his 
companies  are  the  only  ones  that  merit  govern- 
ment assistance.

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COELHO   vs.   MENDONCA, 

From  New  York  papers  received  since  our  last 
issue,  we  see  that  the  difficulty  between  Minister 
Salvador  de  Meiulonca  and  Sr.  Antonio  Hdario  de 
Paula  C'oelho  was  caused  by  remarks  made  on  the 
Jotter's  character  to  the  effect  lliat  he  is  a  fugitive 
from  justice.  Coelho  had  achieved  an  unenviable 
notoriety  on  the  8th  by  the  publication  of  his  per- 
secution of  a  rich  young  widow  whom  he  wished  to 
marry.  Through  a  vigorous  use  of  Ihe  imagination 
he  at  fust  made  the  lady  believe  that  be  was  a 
military  officer  and  a  wealthy  man.  He  then  bor- 
rowed some  money  of  her,  which  he  never  returned, 
and  a  watch  which  he  pawned  and  then  returned  to 
escape  arrest.  The  lady  refused  to  receive  him 
when  his  true  character  appeared,  and  then  be  took 
to  persecuting  her  and  her  mother,  threatening  to 
strike  them  and  even  to  kill  them.  On  the  7th  he 
forced  his  way  into  Ihe  house,  and  was  so  violent 
that  the  lady  was  compelled  to  appeal  to  the  police 
for  protection.  The  extraordinary  stories  which 
then  came  out  about  him  and  the  reasons  why  he 
had  left  Brazil  (he  had  once  boasted  of  having  killed 
three  men)  led  someone  to  ask  Minister  Mendonca 
about  him,  and  with  the  result  that  the  latter  de- 
nounced him  as  an  imposler  ami  a  fugitive  from 
justice,  Mendonca  also  reflected  upon  Coelho's 
color,  and  ibis  so  infuriated  him  that  nothing  but 
a  duel  would  wipe  out  the  insult.  Coelho  probably 
knows  that  a  minister  is  not  at  liberty  to  fight 
duels,  and  that  the  laws  in  Ihe  United  Slates  will 
not  permit  them.  *.nd  even  il  they  did  permit,  the 
man  who  is  coward  enough  to  threaten  violence  to 
a  helpless  woman,  will  never  risk  himself  in  such 
an  encounter.
